Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested interview to discuss the final rejection of claims 
1 and 10 and to clarify why Schoelling was used to reject claims 1-19. Applicant briefly explained to Examiner what 
features distinguished the claimed invention over the prior art of Schoelling. Examiner explained that the amendment 
as it reads currently is inconsistent with the remainder of the limitation. Examiner understands a vertex to be a point 
and therefore cannot have multiple widths between a first distal vertex and a second distal vertex. Applicant stated 
intent ot amend the claim so as to clarify that there exist multiple widths along the length of the tampon, rather than the 
vertex. Applicant intends to file a request for continued examination with the proposed amendment to the claims 
mentioned herein as well as a reiteration of previous arguments filed. 
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
